Disband CIA Move Condemned 


W A SH IN G T O N (UPI) 
Citing opposite reasons. 
Sens. William Proxmire, I) Win., and Harry M. 
Goldwater, R-Ariz.., today both condemned pro- 
|s»sals to disband the Central Intelligence Agency. 
Proxmire. a frequent critic <»l the military, warned 
against abolishing the ('IA because it would give 
“ free reign" to military intelligence organizations. 
"T a lk of disbanding the CIA is unreasonable, 
he 
said in a Senate tloor speech. " T h e result could be 
dangerous to our security.” 
Goldwater, a stalwart supporter of the military, 
promptly praised Proxmire’s remarks. Hut he then 
defended the CIA by comparing it to the military. 
He said it was “ long overdue that m em bers ol this 
body pay res|> ect to this agency ... We have to look 
on the CIA as we look on the military. 
"T h ere is a commander-in-chief. When they (CIA 
agents) are asked to do something or told to do 
something, that is a com m and, and they do them 
whether they like them or not.” 
The Senate's investigation of the CIA resumes 
today with Mctieorge Bundy, national security 
adviser to Presidents Kennedy and Johnson, sched­ 
uled to testify. 


Goldwater said re|M> rters have “ assaulted the 
C IA ” so much that other countries “ are tindmg it 
dangerous to coo|)erate.” 
Proxmire said recent evidence ol abuses by the 
CIA 
illegal spying on American citizens and 
apparent plots to assassin ate foreign leaders 
should be put in proper |M*rs|> ective. 
“ The CIA has been involved in a number ol 
serious illegal activities that cannot \n- detended," 
he said. "Nonetheless, the vast majority ol CIA 
activities 
8 0 to 9 0 percent 
have not been 
tarnished by these revelations." 
It the CIA were abolished, he said, military 
intelligence organizations would then only exag 
gerate foreign threats, ask Congress lor more money 
and thus increase the defense budget 
Furthermore, he said, military intelligence officers 
are de|H*ndent on the arm ed services lor promotions, 
so the entire intelligence (»iteration would be subject 
to “ military polities,”

Convicted Murderers Lost in Crowd

Authorities continued the 
search today lor two inmates serving 20-year-to-lile sentences 
for murder at Green Haven state prison who apparently slipped 
out of the m axim um security prison with a crowd ol visitors 
Sunday. 
Acting Deputy Superintendent Kenneth Roden said officials 
believed the pair mingled with a crowd ol visitors and lett 
through the prison’s main gate. 
Roden identified the two escapees as Robert Bryant. 20. 
formerly of M anhattan, and Steven Martin, 25. formerly ol The 
Bronx. He said the two are not known to be arm ed, “ but they 
wen* in lor m urder." 
According to Roden, prison ollicials discovered the two 
missing when a count was taken at 5 .(0 p.m. "T here were -till 
som e men out on work details so we got all ol them together 
tor anothri count. 
Roden said. 


At 6:50 p.m., it was determined that the two were missing, 
Roden said, and escape procedures went into effect. 
Roden explained that both Martin and Bryant had visitors 
Sun day whom they met in a iarge room with a crowd ol other 
visitors and inm ates. “ Somehow, they may have gone out with 
the visitors," Roden said. 
Since the prison opened in 19 49 , there have been only two 
previous escapes from inside the walls, both ol which occurred 
last year. Roden said. 
“ T h is would be the first time anyone got out with the 
visitors," he said.

Do ub le Sta nd a rd s 


Congress t«K> often exhibits a double standard in 
viewing what it regards as oppression abroad. The 
ill-famed Tiger Cages utilized by South Vietnam’s 
de|H»sed President Thieu brought cries of anguish 
from many congressmen whose sensibilities were so 
offended. President Park's restriction on civil liber­ 
ties in South Korea, invoked because of the invasion 
threat from the North, similarly bring howls ot 
protest in the halls of congress. Turkey, whose bases 
are pivotbl to the strength ol NATO, is seriously 
threatened with an arms cutoff because of its 
actions on Cyprus against (ireek interests. 


Hut yet our congress is strangely silent about 
recent actions in Cambodia. Literally all inhabi­ 
tants of Phnom Penh, the sick, elderly and young 
included, were forced by the new Khmer Rouge 
rulers to leave their homes there and to scavenge 
the countryside to subsist. According to columnist 
Jack 
Anderson in today’s Freeman, countless 
thousands of these unfortunates have already died, 
with more to follow. 


Portugal is the latest example of extremisim hut 
nary a word about the rights of man has been 
uttered as yet. There, the leftist junta has embarked 
on a campaign of harassment against Socialists and 
other non-Communist factions. Catholics have been 
l»elted with garbage, mass street demonstrations are 
held on a daily basis to intimidate opponents, and 
Lisbon’s Socialist 
newspaper, a thorn in the 
government’s side, was first shut down and later 
turned over to the Communist-dominated printer’s 
union to provide a voice for the new regime. 


Surely our congressmen realize that justice and 
freedom are objective in value, not given to a 
subjective interpretation determined by which side 
is doing what to whom. 


Clea n Air Po ssib le 


The vision of the federal clean air act of 1970 was 
shaped by wishful optimism and clouded admitted­ 
ly with a lack ol realism. 


The announcement by the Knvironmental Protec­ 
tion Agency that air quality standards have not 
been met in most American population centers is 
disappointing hut not demoralizing. 


I'he environmental degradation accomplished 
over a century ol blithe unconcern could not he 
erased in live years. At least 159 of the nation's 247 
air quality control regions failed to meet the June 
I deadline lor eliminating pollution. 


Hut real progress has been made. Most “ sta­ 
tionary 
sources «»I air pollution, tactories and 
power plants, are keeping pace with schedules lor 
compliance with sterner anti-pollution laws. 


Keonomic factors and energy problems have com-t 
plicated the clean air light, delaying technological 
advances and forcing continued dependence on 
"dirty" fuels. 


The advances in the war against air pollution are 
encouraging, however, and the nation must keep its 
eye on the clean air objectives which are lar less 
remote than was true in 1979.

The United Nations, collectively and 
separately, continues to ignore the forced evacuation (»1 an 
estimated three million Cambodians from the cities to the 
countryside. 
Yet this must go down in history as the greatest atrocity since 
the Nazis herded the .lews into the gas chambers. The mass 
exodus was a death march, with reports of bodies abandoned 
along the way. An estimated one million people are expected 
to die Irom hunger and exposure in the hinterland, where the 
lood stocks simply aren’t adequate to leed the city population. 
'I’he details, however, have been bottled up. As we reported 
in an earlier column, the Communists have sealed off Cam ­ 
bodia so that almost no information leaks out. 
An intelligence memo, prepared tor the White House, refjorts 
this much: 


“ Although the accounts are confused, and in many cases 
conflicting, it is clear that the forced march out of Phnom Penh 
resulted in death for many of the young, old and weak among 
the city’s two million inhabitants." 
Another million people from other towns were driven out ot 
their homes and were forced to join the death march. 
Continues the intelligence document: "First-hand accounts 
from individuals caught up in the forced exodus — and who 
subsequently exited the country — paint a grim picture. 
"One reported scores ot fmdies floating in a river near the 
capital. According to doctors among the marchers, scores of 
people died from cholera, dehydration or hunger since the 
Communists provided no food, water or medicine throughout 
the long march.

His latest missive to a world leader, according to intelligence 
reports, was addressed to Egypt's President Anwar Sadat. 
Amin offered to send his comic-opera army to help “ liberate" 


Arab lands from Israel. 
Uganda stands readv “ whether called upon or not.

notified Sadat, to fight with its "Arab brothers and sisters" for 
the "liberation" of Arab territory. 
Amin also cautioned Sadat that Israel was like a person with 
a contagious cancer. Any Arab country that sits at the same 
table with the Israelis, he said, will come down with the disease. 


P A TE N T L O B B Y : In the past, the patent lobby has been 
defeated in its effort to gain anti-trust exemptions that would 
cost the consumers billions. Now the lobbyists have found a 
new water carrier, Sen. Hiram Fong, D.-Hawaii. 
He is pushing legislation which would give certain industries 
billions by letting them use patent monopolies to raise prices, 
corner markets and partition sales territories. 
One company that would profit from the legislation is 
Monsanto. The Senate aide who helped Fong draft the measure 
is Robert Seto, once a patent lawyer for Monsanto. 
P A RK PO LIC Y : Our columns about the special concession 
which the Music Corporation of America conglomerate ob­ 
tained at Yosemite spurred the Interior Department to in­ 
vestigate concessioners.

For one, 
the White House was angered 
by the leaked report that to 
foil F B I or C IA hugs, Rabin 
and his colleagues had spoken 
in lowered voices and used 
pidgin Hebrew during their 
private talk in Blair House.

Bad word: malpractice. The current contretemps 
between doctors and insurance companies will, it 
not settled by government intervention, mean an­ 
other hike in the cost of day-to-day medical care. 


No matter how high the premiums, you ma> he 
sure the doctors will not pay it. The patient will. 
American physicians represent the highest pro- 
lessional income per capita in the world. Public 
sympathy is not with the d o c to r s , nor is it with the 
tew insurance companies who write most ot the 
medical insurance. 


A lew weeks ago a New York obstetrician learned 
that a patient win» lost a ha by was suing lor $650 
million. In our democracy, anyone may abuse the 
courts In suing anyone lor any amount, no matter 
how outrageous the charge. It's part ol our system. 


The word malpractice is defined as: "Failure ol 
a 
professional |>erson to render proper servies 
through reprehensible ignorance or through criminal 
intent, especially when injury or loss follows." 


It is rare lor a physician to he charged with 
"criminal intent." so we are left with “ reprehensible 
ignorance." 
I’his can mean that the doctor sat 
beside his patient all day 
Exhausted, he went 
home. 
The patient expired an hour later. The 
patient might not have died it the doctor had been 
! here. 


without fee. agreeing with the plaint ill to take a 
t bird ot a jury award, or half. It ’s a form ot unref ined 
gambling. 


These lawyers have discovered something startl­ 
ing and pleasant in our courts. Juries don’t give a 
damn how much ol someone else’s money they 
award; secondly, judges no longer cut the awards to 
a reasonable amount. It’s not their money. 


In many slates, the judge is permitted to trim 
halt-million dollar awards to a reasonable amount. 
Or. in certain cases, fo award additional sums. For 
example, a man ol 50 has a life expectancy o! about 
25 years. It he earns $10,000 a year, he is entitled 
it permanently disabled 
to 25 times $10,000 
$250,000. The judge may, at his discretion, add 
another $50,000 a* punitive damages against the 
doctor. 


Juries make huge awards because they are con ­ 
vinced that none ol the money will come from the

it’s called "insurance money.” 
However, in New York State 2,0H6 suits against 
doctors reached court. Ol these, 1.407 (or 70 percent) 
were awarded nothing.
